Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

Independent claims 1,8, and 9, as amended, are allowable over all prior art cited. The 
novelty of the claims lies in the embodiment wherein the current speed of the vehicle is 
monitored, and then stored as the target speed for descent control when a predetermined slope 
angle has been surpassed. 

Claims 3-7 and 10-15 are also now allowable due to dependence on their respective 
allowable independent claims.
